ART exists to provide services for problems theatre 
folk face every day, to gather information valuable for support 
of theatre activities, to share with each other our experiences 
and strengthen our activities, to make more visihle the theatre 
activity in the state. AKT is here to support every educator, every 
artist who i:¢involved in theatre, 


3. Be ‘pulled by the future, not 'nushed' by the past. 


AKT wants to build theatre potential in all age groups 
and areas of our state, to support theatre efforts in the state 
during es of economic change, to realize the strength in numbers 
that can influence administrators, We can work and dream together. 
Wouldn't it be wonderful if thren years from aow we could see 
theatre in the elomentary seiools, exchanges of talent, a Kansas 
Touring Theatre, a pool of information about the impact of theatre 
in our communities? We can accomplish anything if we all work 
together, Join AKT today---and werk and dream together.

how to share our perceptions of each show with the director. {t is hoped that all of 
us wilt learn more about what it means to perceive an aesthetic event, and that some 
of us will be encouraged to become "responders" for productions In our District.

It seems appropriate, in light of the above paragraph, to take note of what Ron 
Willis has volunteered to do in our state, for our state theatre people, during the 
next year. Besides the workshop above, Ron will conduct an adjudication workshop at 
the Region 5 ACTF in January, at the state TACT Festival in March, at the Region 5 
VACT Festival in May, (as well as at the national FACT Festival in Kalamazoo in June). 

Perceiving the theatrical event and learning to respond to it in a way that fos- 
tere collegiality and growth is a skill all of us might well develop in ourselves 
Too often we have turned one another off by thoughtless criticism. If we are going to 
grow in our art, we need to be able to share ideas with one another in ways that are 
facilitative of growth. Plan to work with Ron as often as you can during the year 
And a big thanks to Ron for giving so much of his time to help us all get better!

COMMUNITY THEATRES 
HAVE YOU SIGNED UP FOR A PENN STATE/ACTA COURSE YET? 


Penn State University and the American Community Theatre Association (ACTA) are 
doing their darndest to make leadership training for community theatre people as 
easy and accessible as possible. ‘there will be seven courses in the series, and there 
are already three available and two in the works, 

"Organizational Structure” is designed for new groups who need to know how to 
design their organization, set up their committees, and write their by-laws. It is 
also a neat course to take just to review your current operation, even if you think 
you're organized "just right." - There are always new ways to look at things! 

“Creative Fund Raisi contains thousands of ideas for raising money for your 


this one, and it is full of new things for you to try. 

“financial and Facilities Management" will help you design ways to keep financial 
records and take care of tax and insurance matters. It covers box office management, 
accounting techniques, house management, and other “business of show business” concerns. 
Charles Jones, author and course instructor, will be in Salina in March as one of our 
FACT adjudicators. Many of you have already met him at FACT '79. 

“Audience Development" will help you learn many strategies for increasing the 
number of people attending your plays and publicity and public relations concerna. 
Author/instructor David Young is also scheduled to be in Salima for FACT '8] - and 
also in known to many of you as one of the adjudicators at FACT '79. This course will 
be available in early 1981. 

“Volunteer _and Staff Development" has just been completed by your friendly exec- 
utive directar. Tt covers the five stages of commmity theatre development, human 
motivation, organizational climate (how it "feels" to work in our organizations), 
communication, developing a Board of Directors, Board-Staff relationships, and a 
comprehensive plan for recruiting, interviewing, placing, training, supervising, and 
evaluating volunteers. It too will be ready in early 1981. 

NArtistic Concepts" is currently being written and will cover acting and direct- 
ing. 

"Technical Concepts” {s in the design phase and will be written soon. 

The cost to one individual person or to an entire group (such as a board or a 
fund raising committee) is $35, plus textbook and study guide. Each couree has an 
assignment after cach lesson to be sent to the instructor (usually the course author) 
for feedback and further ideas offered to the "student". This "customizes" each course 
for each student in his/her own unique community theatre situation.

WHAT DOES THEATRE MEAN TO YOU? 


Those of you who attended last year's Conference may remember one of our special 
Hall of Famers, Robert Gard - formerly of Iola, now in Wisconsin. On the occasion of 
his retirement in July, he reflected on the past and shared his dreams for the future. 
Among other things, he said: 


"I was lucky, because | chanced to meet and become friends with men and 
women who opened the world of make-believe to me, and who made the creation 
or the recreation of life more wonderful than life itself: to create, to be 
involved in a process that often ended in something that seemed sublime of 
its own being and power. That was not real life to be sure, but that in its 
way made all of life have essential meaning. It happened like that for me 
and I feverishly tested it, tasted it, and ever since I started the process 
the theatre has been good to me, and has given to me more than I have ever 
given to it. The theatre gave me a profession of which I was proud and more: 
2 philosophy about American life and of the necessity of the theatre becoming 
part of American life on the terms of the people in the places where they lived.”

Hoping fer a chance to develop a new play withcut the stresses of ihe Broadway 
"pass-fail" situation, former K.U. student, Ken Marsolats (producer of Shadow Box 
on Broadway) arranged for. Michael Dora Moody's new play, The Fool, to be praduced 
at K.U. prior to a hoped-for Broadway run. Directed ay Joseph Nunnalty, former 
resident director of the Los Angeles Actors Theatre, and starring two professional 
actors, George Nzundza (who played John, the hometown bartender in The Beer Hunter) 
and John llerzoq (who alayed the lead In the New York and Los Angeles productions of 
Hair), The Fool is based on Sir Francis Drake's historic round-the-world voyage in 
I Moody has attempted to show that humen history is shaped by adventurers and 
buccaneers. He links the brave spirit of leadership and adventure, waich Orake 
embodics, to the experiences of present-day American astronauts, who are seen In 
propnelic dreams by Drake's fellow voyager, Thomas Doughty. 

K.U. students and faculty members played all the other roles in the play. The 
complex set of the first and second act represented several different sailing ships 
and was put together during the action of the play in the first act, before the eyes 
of Ihe audience, The set was designed by Del Unruh. Special music was composed by 
Stanley Shumway, combining synthesizer sounds with Elizabethan instruments 

Moody rescarched the play partly in Patagonia and Tierra del Fuego. He wrote 
the dialogue in Eliabethan English, 

A challenge for all concerned, the Idea of developing new plays aimed at Broad- 
way on university campuses may be an idea whose time has come.
